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Council Nixes Rev. Morris Retiring From Ag. Baptist 


Land Purchase 
On South St. 


With little debate, Town Council rejected the 
purchase of 10.9 acres of land on South Street for 
a future fire station at a special meeting Monday 
night at the Agawam Middle School. The price of 
the land was listed at $200,000. 

Russo Construction of Agawam had already 
paid the current owners of the land, Mitch’s Real- 
ty Trust, the $200,000 purchase price. This in turn 
allowed Mitch’s Nursery and Garden Center on 
Suffield Street to reopen in the early spring after 
being forced to close its doors by the bank due to 
financial troubles. 

The town was attempting to exercise its first 
right of refusal on the agricultural land because 
the parcel receives tax breaks under state law. 

Save Money Down The Road 

The town said the land acquistion would save 
money down the road. It was projected a new fire 
station would not be situated on the South Street 
property for at least 10 years. 

The vote went 7-4 in favor but fell one vote shy 
of the two-thirds (eight votes) of the council need- 
ed to approve any land purchase by the town. 

Councilors dissenting were Gary Suffriti, 
Walter Balboni, Louis Russo, and Joanne Willis.

James Taylor, council Vice-President George Bit- .

Council President James Taylor immediately 
Called a special meeting for Monday night so that 
the council could vote before the 120-day. 
allowance to authorize buying the land (under 
Chapter 61A of Mass. General Laws) expires on 
July 4th. 

Under the town charter, any charter objected 
item by the council cannot be debated and a vote 
must be immediately taken. , 

The only real debate Monday night concerned 
Procedure. Councilor Joanne Willis asked for a 
suspension of the rules so that a Citizen’s Speak 
Time could be held. She said several residents 
wished to speak about the purchase and that they 
should be allowed to do so. 

Under council rules, no Citizen’s Speak Time is 
allowed at a special meeting. 

Councilor Edward A. Caba said the council had 
never allowed a Citizen’s Speak Time at a special 
figeting and urged his colleagues to maintain pro- 
ocol.

Wanted Citizen’s Speak Time 

However, several councilors had pointed out 
before the meeting that no public hearing on the 
purchase had been held, and that the only public 
discussion about buying the land came during 
Citizen’s Speak Time at the June 21st meeting. 

Supporting the Citizen’s Speak Time for Mon- 
day night’s meeting were Councilors Suffriti, 
Wii Balboni, Bitzas, Mrs. Gravel and Mrs. 

s. 

Voting against were Councilors Taylor, Brindle, 
Ennis, Mrs. Fuller, and Caba. 

Several residents did take the podium, in- 
cluding Anne Bradford of Oxford Street. She 
criticized Taylor for calling “irrelevant” the claim 
by the owners of Mitch’s Nursery that the town 
buying this property would “decimate” their 
business. 

Steve Micelotta, one of the nursery’s owners for 
the past 17 years, told councilors at the June 21st 
meeting that the $200,000 paid by Russo Con- 
struction satisfied his financial obligations to the 
bank and allowed the nursery to reopen. Micelotta 
said the money was in’an escrow account, pen- 
ding the town’s decision to buy or not to buy. 

He also said another three acres on the back of 
this property would be sold to Russo Construction 
for an additional $85,000. He said this money 
would be used directly to put the nursery ‘“‘back on 
its financial feet.” 

According to him, if the town bought the proper- 
ty to build a fire station, this would “lock-up” the 
back three acres and make them worthless, 
thereby putting a huge financial burden on the 
nursery business. 

Other speakers included former Police Chief 
Kenneth Grady, former Town Councilor Walter T. 
Kerr, and fireman Kenneth Blair. Blair, a resident 
of Shoemaker Lane, urged the council to buy the 
Property, saying this land could also serve to 
lessen the overcrowded conditions at neighboring 
James Clark School. 

Questioned Fire Station Here 

The four councilors who voted against the pur- 
chase all said they were deeply concerned with 
the financial hardship being place on Mitch’s 
Nursery, while Russo and Balboni also question- 
ed this parcel as the site for a fire station. 

Suffriti changed his mind about supporting the 
purchase at the June 21st meeting. Balboni said 

is support was put in doubt over the past week. 
He also said there was little support in the com- 
munity for buvina the land.

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Both Suffriti and Mrs. Willis also said part of 
their dissent was based on plans made by Mayor 
Christopher C. Johnson to sell lots from the 
parcel to offset the $200,000 purchase price. 

Some of the councilors supporting the pur- 
chase said this plan was a good one because it 
would more than pay back the town for the cost of 
the land. 

Town officials said the Fire Department strong- 
ly supported this purchase because they have 
been waiting for a fire station for years. Taylor 
pointed to a 1988 study showing this site was 
perfectly suited for a fire station. x 


After the meeting, Taylor lamented that the 
town had lost “‘a golden opportunity” to purchase 
prime land at little cost and to invest in the town’s 
future by siting a fire-station there. 

He said, “From that parcel, we could have sold 
five developable lots for $40,000 each. There are 
many other lots in town going for that price and 
on this property you have all the utilities right 
there - sewer, water, gas, electricity, phone lines, 
and cable television.’ 

In Taylor’s view, the town has also lost an op- 
portunity to site a fire station in that area. “Based 
on the 1988 study about situating a new fire sta- 
tion, the two other parcels in this area already 
have been developed. Now it’s'all gone and | can’t 
Say what will happen in the future.” 

Taylor also wasn’t buying the claim that by pur- 
chasing the land, the town would be putting 
Mitch’s Nursery out of business. “I think this 
whole thing is a snow ‘job,” Taylor cracked. 
“Those other three acres people are talking about 
are also under 61A and the town would have to be 
notified about the sale. | have seen nothing of the 
sort. Also, | think the bank involved with Mitch’s 
would have had something to say about those 
acres if they really were going to be sold,” con- 
cluded Taylor.

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Town Inks Contract 
With BFI For Pickup 
Of Solid Waste 


* Mayor Christopher C. Johnson has announced 
the signing of a three-year contract with Browning 
Ferris Industries (BFl) of Chicopee for the collec- 
tion of solid waste. The contract will a on July 
1st, 1993 and run through June 30th, 1996. 

The Department of Public Works received pro- 
posals from three firms for the performance of the 
requested work. Those firms were BF!, Commer- 
cial Disposal, and Partyka Resource Manage- 
ment. 

BFl’s proposal contained the lowest overall 
cost for the three-year contract. Based on pro- 
jected service levels, BFi’s proposal totalled 
$1,455,227.88; Commercial Disposal’s proposal 
totalled $1,526,081.70; and Partyka’s proposal 
totalled $1,645,050.96. 

The new contract represents an annual cost 
Savings of approximately $75,000 to the Town, as 
compared with existing appropriations and ser- 
vice levels. This cost savings will allow the Town 
to expand its service levels to include the im- 
plementation of curbside yard waste collections 
when the regional composting facility becomes 
operational. 

The curbside yard waste collections should 
begin in early July, and will be every three weeks. 
Residents will be required to place their yard 
waste in the same recyclable brown paper bags 
utilized for leaf collections. 

The Mayor commended Commercial Disposal 
for the excellent service that they have provided 
the residents of Agawam over the past nine years. 
He also felt confident that BFI, which is a nation- 
wide firm, will provide comparable service to the 
Town. The Town has received positive recommen- 
dations from other communities utilizing BFI 
such as Ludlow and East Longmeadow. 

BFI will be utilizing the existing collection 
schedule, but residents might experience a varia- 
tion in the time of day that their trash is picked up. 
Residents are reminded to have their materials on 
the treebelt by 7:00 a.m. as required by the town’s 
collection regulations.

Liens On Properties From 
Hook-Up To Town Sewer Syst. 


To The Editor: 

| would like to take this opportunity to make 
Feeding Hills property owners aware of a fact 
which should cause them some concern. . 

In a visit to the Town Hall one day last week to 
check on information that a neighbor had made 
me aware of, | discovered that all residents who 
hooked up to the sewer system (Phase Il) in 
1989-1990 had had liens put on their properties. To 
the best of my knowledge, these liens were plac- 
ed on all properties participating in this sewer 
project even before bills were sent out to the 
residents. 

Even though residents paid their betterment 
fees immediately, these liens were not removed 
by the town. And the liens are still in effect—four 
years later—in most cases without the knowledge 
of the property owners! 
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To make matters worse, the property owner 
must go to the Town Hall, pay $4 for a certificate, 
travel to the Registry of Deeds in Springfield, pay 
to park, and then pay $10 to have the lien removed 
from their property! 

| made it a point to travel into Springfield to 
double check the liens on properties in the 
Feeding Hills. section of town. There are pages 
arid pages of residents’ names who have liens on 
their properties. It is simply beyond me why the 
town has not addressed this problem in four 
years! 

Also, | cannot understand how any party can 
place a lien on another person’s property, without 
first letting that party know what the bill is, then 
giving that party a specified amount of time to pay 
the bill before placing a lien on the property. Then, 
once the bill is paid, the person initiating the lien 
shone have the responsibility of removing the 
ien. 

Those people going to the Town Hall to get in- 
formation on their properties can expect to be 
sent from department to department without get- 
ting any real answers. And, the Mayor’s office’s 
reply was, “That’s the way it is.” 

| hope other residents will make their feelings 
known to the Mayor’s office.

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Fire-Wise

Spectacular, But 
Dangerous - Fireworks! 


The National Fire Protection Association 
reports that an average of 10,000 hospital-treated 
fireworks injuries have occurred in the United 
States over the last several years. 

In 1985, 15 civilian deaths were caused by 
fireworks-related fires, with another 11 caused 
directly by fireworks injuries. Also, in 1985, $36.4 
million in direct property damage resulted from 
fires started by fireworks. 

Most fireworks injuries occur around the Fourth 
of July celebration, but are not limited to that holi- 
day. Many other holidays - Christmas, New Year's, 
Labor Day, etc. - have fireworks as a part of their 
celebration. 

How can you use fireworks safely? There are no 
safe ways.

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Melconian Says State 
To Bolster Industries 
Tied To Defense 


In budget deliberations Tuesday night, June 
22nd, the Massachusetts State Senate made a 
major move to help the Bay State’s defense- 
related industries gear up for the post-Cold War 
era, announced Senator Linda Melconian 
(D-Springfield). 

The Senate voted to appropriate $2 million as 
the state’s required share for creation of regional 
technology extension centers with the federal 
government. Through the centers, private/public 
partnerships will assist defense-dependent firms 
in converting and commercializing their 
technologies for civilian markets. Massachusetts 
has the most defense-dependent economy in the 
United States in terms of per capital spending. 

Senator Melconian supported the economic 
conversion amendment. Commenting on the 
amendment’s successful passage, Senator 
Melconian said, “This vote proves that state 
government is ready to assist our defense 
workers and entrepeneurs as they shift their con- 
siderable skills to providing goods and services in 
demand by civilian consumers. It’s a great oppor- 
tunity not ony to save jobs, but also to create new 
jobs.” 

Timing of the Senate vote was crucial. The Clin- 
ton Administration is offering $471 million in 
grants nationwide to support conversion efforts 
by states and businesses through a competitive 
application process with a late July deadline. 

Massachusetts could receive $30 to $60 million 
in such grants over the next few years. “The 
Senate has sent a strong signal to Washington 
that Massachusetts is willing to take a leading 
role in America’s defense industry conversion and 
in turn deserves federal support in order to build a 
diverse modern economy for the citizens of the 
Commonwealth,” said Senator Melconian.

] Fireworks Can Ruin 


A Family’s July 4th 


_For Americans, the Fourth of July means pic- 
nics, barbecues, parades, and other fun summer 
activities. Unfortunately, the holiday also is iden- 
tified with firecrackers, bottle rockets, sparklers, 
and other fireworks. 


Despite efforts to educate people about the 
hazards of fireworks, the problem persists. Each 
year nearly 11,000 people are treated in hospital 
emergency rooms for fireworks-related injuries. 

Tragically, more than 40% of the injuries hap- 
pen to children 14 and younger. Almost two-thirds 
of the victims are male. 


Most fireworks injuries are caused by 
firecrackers, bottle rockets, and homemade ex- 
plosives, with bottle rockets accounting for the 
majority of eye injuries. 

Even seemingly harmless sparklers burn at 
temperatures as high as 1,800 degrees Fahrenheit 
and can cause disfiguring burns. 

The majority of injuries result from misuse, in- 
cluding holding fireworks too long, picking up 
lighted fireworks, and having fireworks explode 
near a bystander. Common injuries include se- 
cond and third degree burns, partial or total loss 
of sight, lacerations, and fractures. 

While the National Safety Council urges people 
to avoil all home fireworks, some people will still 
conduct fireworks displays despite laws against 
their use and the great danger to themselves and 
others. The National Safety Council reluctantly of- 
fers the following suggestions to prevent injuries 
from fireworks to users and bystanders: 


— Always light fireworks outdoors in a clear 
area away from on-lookers, houses, and flam- 
mable materials. 

— Light one device at a time; maintain a safe 
distance after lighting devices. 

— Do not try to re-light or handle malfunction- 
ing fireworks — douse and soak them with water 
and discard safely. 

— Never allow young children to handle 
fireworks. . 

— Older children should be permitted to use 
fireworks only under close adult supervision. 

— Do not allow any running or horseplay while 
fireworks are being used. 

— Never ignite devices in a container. 

— Always store fireworks in a dry, cool place 
and avoid rough handling that might damage the 
fuse or handles. 


As a preventive measure, keep a bucket of 
water nearby when you’re conducting a home 
display. Use the water to fully extinguish 
fireworks which don't go off immediately. Cool 
water should be applied to burns. If a person suf- 
fers a serious injury, get immediate medical 
assistance.

THE MOVIES

—Sleepless in Seattle 

On a windy hillside in Chicago, Sam and Jonah 
jay thie beloved Maggie—wife and mother—to 
rest. 

And in the vacuum that follows and passes for 
living, Sam slips into routine, duty and habit, and 
the care and nurturing of his son but not his soul, 

Jonah, in the lost and lonely world of his eight 
years, is worried that his dad is too alone and 
wants to “help.” 

Jonah finds the help he needs by calling a radio 
talk show on Christmas Eve and his dad becomes 
an overnight sensation, a man known only as 
Sam, ‘Sleepless in Seattle.” 

And so the heart of this story begins. 

Tom Hanks is the bewildered dad, Sam, playing 
a slightly neurotic, sweetly old-fashioned guy who 
really loved his first wife and believes he will 
never find that ‘‘magic” again. 

Ross Malinger is young Jonah, who doggedly 
persists in weeding out the competition and settl- 
ing for a cross-country correspondence with a 
woman named Annie Reed (Meg Ryan) who lives 
3,000 miles away in Baltimore. 

_As Sam fumbles through his reawakening, An- 
nie is becoming engaged toa truly nice man, 


though she doesn’t feel the magic that everyone: 


(including her mother) is talking about when they 
speak of love. And, with encouragement and a lot 
of wry looks and understanding conversations 
with best friend Becky (marvelously played by 
Rosie O'Donnell), Annie tracks down Sam, travel- 
ing right to his front door but unable to muster up 
the courage to do more than say hi. 

Jonah is the key to their happiness, and his 
confidence that the Annie of his letters is the right 
mom for this family leads everyone on a transcon- 
tinental quest for romance. 

The film is a delight from first frame, and 
despite an occasional lapse into predictability 
and the hinted-at happy ending, it is indeed the 
summer's “feel good” movie. 

_ Hanks is the perfect beleaguered dad, and Mal- 
inger is the equally perfect son. Ryan brings a 
gentleness, a breezy style, and a wistful longing 
to a part that has its share of comic moments as 
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telephones an on-air psychologist in SLEEPLESS IN SEATTLE, 


well. 

What bolsters the balance of the film are the 
suporting players: Bill Pullman as Annie’s truly 
nice fiance (the only one we really, genuinely feel 
sorry for through all. of this); O’Donnell as the 
editor/friend who pushes her on; and Rob Reiner 
and Rita Wilson as two of Sam’s dearest friends. 
Each of these roles shores up an already solid 
show and fleshes out the lives that are about to in- 
tertwine. 

Director Nora Ephron put together this winner 
with style and a sense of real-world emotions, 
challenging Hollywood’s fantasy figures with her 
own» characters who are not all flash and 
machismo, but have sensitive substance with 
something extra to, dream on. 

Interspersed throughout the film are love songs 
that have transcended decades, songs like ‘As 
Time Goes By,” “‘Over the Rainbow,” “When | Fall 
In Love,” “Stardust,” “In The Wee Small Hours of 


the Morning,” and “An Affair to Remember.” 

And, speaking of that “Affair,” with footage of 
the old Cary Grant/Deborah Kerr classic that’s 
been beloved by romantics for years, Ephron 
doesn’t hesitate at having fun with this romantic 
tragedy. Clips of An Affair to Remember become a 
link between friends and lovers and are used to 
make statements about men and women’s view of 
romance, and about how love endures. The clips 
also provide recurrent comic relief (since just 
about every woman in this film knows every line in 
that one). 

Sleepless in Seattle is a quiet movie with the 
background music so skillfully selected that it is 
used in lieu of dialogue in many scenes, 
highlighting parallel lives that, but for a twist of 
fate, may have stayed that way. 

Needless to say, this one’s a film to see twice, 
preferably with a friend or a lover, or your mom 
and dad, grandparents, and even the kids.

Norman’s Nightmare 


A few years ago, | had the Privilege of meeting 
actor Anthony Perkins. After his untimely death 
last fall, | decided to watch the frightening Psycho 
films and write an article on them. 

* Psycho 

Director: Alfred Hitchcock. 1960. Rated R. 1 hour 
and 49 minutes. Starring: Anthony Perkins, Janet 
Leigh, Vera Miles, John Gavin, John MelIntire, Simon 
Oakland, John Anderson, Frank Albertson, Patricia 
Hitchcock, and Martin Balsam. 

Scare-master Alfred Hitchcock unleashed this 
horror genre classic back in 1960 and set the for- 
mula for a myriad of clones that followed in 
subsequent years. Anthony Perkins plays the 
psychotic/schizophrenic Norman Bates. 

Even if you have never seen Psycho, you more 
than likely have heard enough about it to know its 
scare potential. Perkins delivers an absolutely 
chilling performance as Bates. The grotesque plot 
aids in setting the tone of the whole film. While 
watching, you will find yourself constantly on 
edge as a result of the manipulative power of Hit- 
chcock’s perfectionistic direction. 

With obvious careful attention paid to each 
shot in Psycho, Hitchcock achieves the utmost 
Suspense from the most simplistic of scenes. 
This primarily comes from the eerie aura that sur- 
rounds the main character, Norman Bates. 

Perkins’ performance displays the characters 
instability not only through his violent actions, 
but through such elementary acting attributes as 
body language and dialogue delivery. This superb 
collaboration between director, actor, and plot 
development makes for a filmic experience that 
will leave you virtually numb with fear. 4 STARS. 
(Mature audiences.) 


* Psycho IT 

Director: Richard Franklin. 1983. Rated R. I hour 
and 53 minutes. Starring: Anthony Perkins, Vera Miles, 
rok Tilly, Robert Loggia, Dennis Frantz, and Hugh

Norman is back to normal, but mother is off her 
rocker again! This gripping sequel to Hitchcock’s 
1960 thriller picks up with Norman Bates being 
released from an asylum after 22 years of captivi- 
ty. What makes this film work so well is that in- 
stead of coming across as a sequel, it plays as a 
modernized version of the original. 

Anthony Perkins returns as the main character, 
as does Vera Miles as the sister of ‘shower scene 
victim” Janet Leigh. 

The story revolves around the sister’s obses- 
sion with revenge against Bates and her vindictive 
efforts-to prove that he is still a psycho. The plot 
consists of many unexpected twists and turns as 
well as some shocking surprises, especially at the 
end of the film. 

Psycho IT proves to be an excellent sequel to 
Psycho by delivering the chills that the first film 
was remembered for with more intensity and ap- 
plying this intensity to a logical plot that con- 
tinues the tale that Psycho started. 3% STARS. 
(Mature audiences.) 

* Psycho III 

Director: Anthony Perkins. Rated R. 1 hour and 33 
minutes. Starring: Anthony Perkins, Diana Scarwid, 
Jeff Fahey, and Hugh Gillin. 

There is no rational reason why the top-billed 
actor in a film can’t direct that same film. Psycho 
II, however, proves that this could lead to some 
failure for the film. 

The primary reason why Psycho IIT works is 
because Perkins knows the Norman Bates char- 
acter inside and out. This factor is quite obvious 
in watching his portrayal. As commendable as 
this fact is, it is not strong enough to be the only

aspect to carry Psycho III. 

The suspense in Psycho III, as compared to 
Psycho and Psycho II, pales in terms of impact on 
the audience. No doubt this can be attributed to 
Perkins’ tackling of directing and acting simul- 
taneously in the film. As mentioned, this is nor- 
maily an acceptable thing to do, but since the por- 
trayal of Bates obviously requires some complex 
acting, Perkins probably unintentionally 
neglected his character in favor of directing. 

Other than this flaw, Psycho III is watchable. | 
do not suggest that you skip it if you’re already 
watching the first two; | just warn that the impact 
of the film suffers from the dual role that Perkins 
has chosen to tackle as director and actor. 

Norman Bates has a duality complex in regards 
to himself and his dead mother; and, with Psycho 
If, Anthony Perkins has a duality complex in 
regards to acting and directing. 2 STARS. (Mature 
audiences.) 

* Psycho IV—The Beginning 

Director: Mick Garris. 1990. Rated R. 1 hour and 35 
minutes. Starring: Anthony Perkins, Henry Thomas, 
Olivia Hussey, and C.C.H. Pounder. 

After the endless onslaught of murder in 
Psycho, Psycho If, and Psycho II, we finally get a 
detailed explanation as to why Norman is so 
demented in Psycho IV—The Beginning. The film, 
although not a true prequel, takes place mostly in 
the past before the death of the now-famous 
Mother Bates. 

Henry Thomas (Elliot in £.7.—The Extra- 
Terrestrial) plays the young Norman, and Olivia 
Hussey plays Norma Bates, his mother. 

The film does not wind up being characteristic 
of the previous three installments in terms of 
storytelling, but works nonetheless because of 
the enthralling and detailed biography of the 
warped Bates family, who we’ve been anxious to 
learn more about. 

The film, as the others, does contain some 
near-tasteless scenes that were most likely in- 
cluded to create an intense impact on the viewers 
in regard to the causation of Norman’s condition. 

Psycho IV—The Beginning plays as a worthy con- 
clusion to the series and manages to tie up any 
loose ends left from the other films. For this 
reason, if not any-other, do | recommend Psycho IV 
—The Beginning. 3 STARS. (Mature audiences.)

Week Number 11... 
Golf Tip Of The Week 


by Jim Modzelesky, PGA 
Oak Ridge Golf Club, Feeding Hills 


Mistake — Slicing 

On the downswing, the club moves out- 
side the intended line of flight of the ball, 
cutting across it. This generally causes a 
slice, with the ball curving from the left to 
the right. 

The trouble usually starts with the 
shoulders pointing somewhat to the right 
rather than approximately at the target 
area. Statistically, most bad golf shots 
slice off to the right. Much of the difficul- 
ty lies in cutting across the ball with the 
club face. 

Correction 

Practice swinging with the club moving 
from the inside to the outside in its path 
from your backswing toward the ball. This 
involves moving the arms slightly closer 
to the body than they were when you com- 
mitted the cutting-across error. 

In setting up for your shot, aim your 
shoulders at your target. An old Scottish 
instructor has hisstudents imagine they 
are standing on one railroad track with 
the ball on the other. “Now just hit the 
ball down the track,” he says, ‘“‘and try 
nae to fall off the other.” 

If the basic target area is too far away, 
pick an intermediate spot that’s lined up 
en route to where you want the ball to go. 

There is some ‘difference of opinion 
among pros as to whether the shoulders 
should absolutely aim at the target. This 
is something you'll have to work out in 
practice through trial and error. 

Most pros agree that the club face 
should point to the target, and the body 
should take whatever position is 
necessary to accomplish this.
